Groups Blast Agnos for Not Integrating City's Workforce

SANERANCISCO -Four minority groups 
are castigating the administration of Mayor 
ArtAgnos fornotmaking the“integration of 
the City"S workforce，especially at upper 
levels”apiiority during Agnos” first year in 
office. 

The groups are Chinese for Affirmative 
Action (CAA); the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored People; the 
Latino Issues Forum,and the Yellow Ribbon 
Task Force,aFilipino American group.They 
wentpublic in aletterto Agnos circulated to 
the media this week. 

While the groups give Agnos credit for 
appointing minorities to city boards and 
comrmissions, they chide the mayor for ap- 
pointing“virtually no Asians”. . . to top or 

deputypositions ofday-to-dayresponsibility 
in major city departments.” 

Last month, Agnos came Under fire from 
CAA and other minority groups for bypass- 
ing Chief Deputy City Controller _ David 
Fong,aChineseAmerican,tonominate Sam 
Yockey for Controller when John Farrell 
Tetired (EU 12/22188).

The letter also throws Agnos' campaign 
PrIomises back in his face, by citing passages 
from Agnos” book, Getting Tjin8y Done, in 
which he promised to“enforce affirmative 
action in Mayoral appointments, integration 
Of greater numbers of minority people in all 
phases of civjl service.2” 

The group wants Agnos to publicly ac- 
knowledge the problems in the white-male 
dominated “oldboynetwork”in civil service， 
the “absenceofsignificantBlackorHispanic 
management in the Fire and Police depart- 
ments, the failure of any mayor ever to ap- 
pointa Chinese American to head any major 
city department and yourfailure to appointa 
Black to head any city department?” 

The letter also criticizes the“virtual blan- 
ket exclusion of Filipino Americans from 
Supervisory and administrative jobs, despite 
thefactthattheyconstitute over 12 percentof 
the citys professional workforce.” 

“The data for Blacks and Hispanics are 
equally appalling,”according to Equal Em- 


ploymentOpportunity data, the groups point 
Out “Whites employed by the City are five 
and one-half times more likely to eam 
$43,000ayearthan Blacks,andaremorethan 
twWice as likely to earn 943,000 than Hispan- 
jcs.” 

Scott Shafer, Agnos” assistant piess Secre- 
tary,toldEast 多 esfthatthe 红 oups:anger“is 
misplaced. This mayorhas thebestrecord of 
any 93an Francisco administration in hiring 
andpromotionof womenand minorities”he 
Sajd. 

Shafer added that the general public does 
notrealize how few people are actually hired 
byamayor. Hesaidthatofthe30orsopeople 
hired so farbythe mayor “about25areeither 
Women or minorities.” 

Shafer pointed out that Agnos has named 
twoLatinos departmentheads,JuliaLopezas 
general manager of the Social Services De- 
Partment and Michael Huerta as Director of 
the San Francisco Port, Shafer also cited 
Agnos' naming of James Ho as head of the 
Mayor's Office of Business and Economic 
Development as a key appointment. Shafer 
mentioned fact that a black man was in the 
finals for the SF Fire Chief, but took himself 
out of the ronning.“We have the first black 
deputy chief and dozens of minority lieuten- 
ants in the fire departmenb ”he added.

Shafer criticized the Signers of the letter 
for going public with their criticism before 
requesting a meeting“to discuss the prog- 
ress we have made in their areas of con- 
cern.”

Itis extremely Tegrettable that despite two

Where blacks and Hispanics, the minority 
groupshardesthitby AIDS, are confronted 
With continued racial harassment and in- 
adequate hesith care.

Racial prejudice cannotbe 
tolerated and the Chinese govermment must 
face the problem squarely and_ guarantee 
African students freedom to study without 
fear of injury or harassment. Furthermore， 
the Chinese gOvermment must conduct a 
thorough study and analysis of policies and 
attitudes that have fueled the intolerance 
against the Black African Students，after 
Which new initiatives and policies can be 
developed with the involved parties to pro- 
mote understanding and tolerance for the 
cultural and racial diversity of the foreign 
Students. Clearly a public education cam- 
paignregardingAIDSanditstransmissionis 
also Sorely needed. 

Although these events take Place half a 
world away, we can easily ideritify similar 
trends in ourowncommunities. We urge al 
Asian Americans to Wofk to reduce racial 
tensions and build relationships with other 
racial groups. In addition all of us have an 
obligation to end discrimination and mis- 
conceptions toward persons with AIDS， 
gays, lesbian, and Tacial minorities.

Fleming, in a Stimulating article 
printed in this week?s Sa Franciyco 已 xd11- 
imer, Says that the film distorts the role of the 
media and the FBIin the violent South ofthe 
60s. 

According to Fleming, the message in the 
fm is that “heroic FBIagents were so dedi- 
cated to Iacial justice that they used every 
tmick in the book, and many notin it, to bring 
the Ku Klux Klan murderers of James 
Chaney，Andrew Goodman and ichael 
Schwerner to justice.” 

Onthecontrary,saysFleming,“many ofus 
IEeporters were threatened, roughed up and 
beaten,， Some white FBI agents looked on. 
Protection from local cops, of course was 3 
joke. More often than not, in Mississippi， 
they joined in the beating and harassing of 
Ieporters at black protest Scenes. We more 
than onceheardFBIagents apologizetolocal 
law enforcement for having to show up.” 

Fleming's point and it is good one, is that 
让 took national publicity and the magnitude 
of President Lyndon Johnson's ire, before 丁 
Edgar Hoover put the full force of the FBI 
behind the investigation. Finally, it was an 
informant who broke the case. 

Itis entirely fair to criticize director Alan 
Parker for such a major distortion, ifsuch be 
the case, since the film represents itself as 
following the facts of a real case 一 : with 
broad dramatic license. However I part 
company with Fleming when he says glori 在 - 
cation of the FBI is the message of the film. 
The flm's real message is the same 3s 
Fleming s article 一 thatblacks were denied 
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their basic rights and brutally treated in the 
South of 1964,， and it took extraordinary 
Imeasures and extraordinary people to get 
them even a semblance of their rightful dig- 
nity. 

What is stunning in the film is that it con- 
veys the uphill battle good people must have 
faced getting any juastice for blacks during 
thatperiod. While the focus ofthe scriptis on 
the twoOFBI agents, many Scenes COnvey the 
terrorism that the 天 lan and their crazed sup- 
porters inflicted upon blacks in Mississippi. 
Parker who directed Mianizejt Express, the 
nerve-jangling film about an American in a 
Prison in Turkey, brings the same edge-of- 
the-Seat tension to this 人 lm 

The conflict between Hackman，as an 
unconventional former Mississippi Sheri 作 
who uses his Southern ways to ferret out 
information，and Dafoe as 3a by-the-book 
investigator who is tough, but distrustful of 
Hackman s means, may be fictional, but 让 
Imakes forexcellent drama. Hackman2s char- 
acteralso servesasagoodsounding board for 
those Southerners who knew wrongs were 
being done,buthadadifficulttimecoming to 
terms with the racism of their friends and 
family. 

A key subplob with Hackman attracted to 
the young wife of one of the Klan members， 
butforced to manipulate her for information， 
adds even more Spice to the film. Frances 
McDormand gives the film'"s bestsupporting 
performance as the wife. 

My one criticism of the film on aesthetic 
goundsis thattheKlansupporters aresoone- 
dimensional that they become stereotypes. 
Making them So outright evil allows the 
average citizen to Say “That isn't me.”The 
Sheriff is straight out of the mold used by 
everyHollywood-madefilm aboutthe South， 
as are the deputy sheriff mayor and Klan 
leader. But making the bad guys into stere- 
otypes doesn't hurt the film dramatically, 
because there is a needed catharsis when 
Hackman finally gets his chance touse stron- 
garm methods agamnist the bullies. 

Director Costa-Gavras achieved a similar 
cathartic release at the end of the political 
thriller Z. Making the audience such a will- 
ingparticipantin Hackman'sretribution does 
Seem dangerously closetobeing inconsistent 
with Dr. Martin LutherKing”s philosophy of 
noOn-violence, however.
